Bo.Mii.w, Jan. 1(5.— Funda for the re- 
lief of the suO'erero are being raised on 
all sides, ljut a very large amount of 
money will be needed to provide even 
those unfortunate people who live on 
almost nothing (in comparison wilb 
ICuropeans and others) from one end of 
the year to tho other. This calamity, 
;;wful as it is in its intensity, is possibly 
liot much greater tlian the ravages of the 
dreadful bubonic j)higuo here, which 
threatens to spread throui^h the Uight of 
the natives of the city into otlier parts 
of India, and if it reaches tho greatlj 
weakened famine suft'erers the mortality 
may be enormous. The natives have been 
retiuced by lack of food to little leas than 
living skeletons, in the most heavily 
stricken districts, and, as auch,« cannot 
fail to fall victims by the thousands to 
the black plague, which threatens to in- 
vade T-lurope tlirough the ISfecca pil- 
srima and other sources for the spread 
of contagion which aro too numerous to 
mention, the principal of which, liow 
ever, aro the e.vport of rags, linen and 
other merchandise likely to con- 
tain poisonous germs. The mor- 
tality here has quadrupled, without 
counting deaths which have occurred 
among the hundreds of thousands of 
people who have fled in terror from 
Bombay, in 'many cases abandoning 
their all, in the hurried flight from the 
peatilenco, ; Up_ to recently Bombay, 
with its population of about 500,000, en- 
joyed tho reputation of baing one of the 
healthiest cities in India, its sanitary 
works being equal to those of tlie Euro- 
pean capitals. Eut all this has changed, 
the winga of tho angel of deatli aro 
spread over this once busy city. Over 
one-half of the population has disap- 
peared. Those wlio remain and are not 
helpless are preparing to leave the city 
by rail, water or road, or are contemplat- 
ing doing so unless there is a change for 
the better shortly. 

The government oflicials are seriously 
alarmed, tho native physicians have 
nearly all left tlie city, business is paria- 
Ijjzed, tho mills are closed or closing, 
t.|:,;: streets ".re partly deserted, on all 
aides are emi)ty liouees boarded up or 
wide open, the paesHge ol funeral par- 
ties through the streets goes on day and 
night, the burning of grounds or ghats 
liglit theekiea with their reflections, and 
ineon line of bodies there or at the 
Puraeo burial spots are awaiting con- 
signment to the flames or to mother 
earth. 

Heartrending scenes are witnessed 
along the roads leading out of tiie city, 
where long lines of people of all ages 
and both sexes, laden with household 
chattels lliey are able to save, toil on- 
ward, away into the unknown, anywhere 
to get away from the terrible city of 
death. Tho price of food and rentals at 
the outlying stations has run up into lig- 
ures which jirohibit all but the well-to- 
ofiom aspiring to anything more than 
the shelter of an encampment, and here 
ami there the dread plague hits burst 
out among the refugees, causing conster- 
nation and a further scattering of the 
teri'or stricken. 

The number of deaths from the plague 
in this city is now estimated unotlicially 
to be over 3,000, and there are about 170 
additional victims daily. The Euro- 
[leans have been singularly free fnmi 
;oiitagion up to the pr'-sent, only three 
lealhs among them being recorded uy> 
to date. At Karachi, I'oona and Baii- 
dra, where large numbers of refugees 
have sought safety, the plague has brok- 
enout in a moat threatening form. At Han- 
dra, for instance, 129death8 aro rei;or(li'<l, 
out of 180 cases of the plague, caugiiig 
consternation even among the physi- 
cians. In this ceutK; there are thoii.'iaMds 
of liouees u'ithoiit native servants^, near- 
ly all the labor baviiig joined the lli'i'in:_' 
nr.iltitude. l".mi)li)YerH are helpless be- 
cause of the desertion of their clerks and 
porters, and stores are closed on account 
of the almost utter stagnation of bu-si- 
ncsB. 

Thi' mortality during the past week 
hero liiis been unprecedented, running 
up to 402 per thousand, while the re- 
turns of deaths from remittent fever are 
extraordinarily high above the plague 
rate, which is naturally interpreted as 
meaning that numbers of people who 
have fallen victims of the plague have 
been ollicially recorded as having died 
from remittent fever. 

The government officials dread the 
Hiiread of the plague to the British 
troops in garrison here, and it is ])ropoa- 
ed to withdraw them and send them in- 
to camp in the bc!st place available on 
the other Bide of tho Bombay harbor. 
On the other hand there are people who 
oppose this step being taken, on the 
ground that tho presence of British reg- 
ulars would have a salutary ellect on the 
;)0|)ulaco, which might otherwise start 
rioting and looting, 

It is also suggested that the whole city 
should be isolated and that escape by 



land side be prevented by the patrolling 
of armed troops, It is bel'ieved by others 
that the only radical cure is to drive the 
remaining natives from the quarter of 
the city inhabited by them and apply 
the torch to their habitations and burn 
every place there to the ground. No 
amount of disinfecting work will wipe 
out tho horrible scourge as the 
rats and even ants, it is -claimed, 
aro infected and will carry the 
pestilence far and wide unless the 
fire cure is adopted. If this is done, and 
it does not seem unlikely, the whole of 
the remaining native population will be 
driven out by the troops to an immense 
camp which will have been prepared for 
them. There the natives will be com- 
pelled to remain, surrounded by a cordon 
of troops, until the plague is stamped 
out or works its worst among the unfor- 
tunates, and death finally solves the 
probleru which is now the nightmare of 
the government officials. 

It should bo added that the native 
quarter could be rebuilt in six weeks 
under proper sanitary conditions and 
that therefore

The camp at And- ''"""^ry , polling, I'ebruary 4 
heri is in a particularly unhealthy state 
and an outbreak of cholera there seems 
certain in addition to a visitation from 
tho plague. Water is scarce and what 
there is of it is filthy. Many 
of the refugees, alarmed by tho 
deaths which have already occurred, 
there have fled to other points. A word 
of praise is due to the government offi- 
cials and European doctors. They are 
showing a fine example to tho natives, 
although many of them have, as a pre- 
caution, sent away their families. They 
are doing everything possible, working 
night and day, in their eflbrts to stamp 
ont the loathsome pestilence, restore the 
courage of the faint-hearted and encour- 
age business as much as possible; but it 
takes a great deal of heroic example to 
strengthen the nervous system of the 
panic stricken nation of India, and the 
exodus from Bombay therefore continues 
without abatement.

Mr. Osier, M.P., W.B. Matthews, and 
other prominent Toronto capitalists are 
seeking iccorporsition as the. Consoli- 
dated Cariboo. Hydraulic Mining' Co., 
with a capital of 15,000,000. 



Bkki.i.v, Jan. 16.— The presence in 
this city of Count Goltwhowski, the Aus- 
trian minister of foreign aifatra, who ar- 
rived here this morning, is understood 
to be partly due to the desire of the two 
emperors to come to an understanding 
in regard to the projected reorganization 
of the artillery of both armies. Count 
Goluchowski called upon Prince Ilohen- 
lohe, the Imperial Chancellor, soon after 
his arrival, and this evening will be re- 
ceived in audience and dine with 
Emperor William. It appears that the 
German military attache at Vienna 
had a special audience of the Emperor 
Francis Joseph early in the week, and 
gave His Majesty a detailed explanation 
of the new German field-gun, with 
drawings, models, etc. The German 
Emperor also had a long conversation 
with Baron von Szogyeny-Marich, the 
.Vustrian ainliaesador to Germany, and 
with the -Vurtiian military attaclies on 
the same subject. 

Tho Prilssian government is finding 
that the Polish agitation cannot be sup- 
pressed by administrative measures, un- 
der the existing laws and is preparing a 
bill lor introdu;;tion in the diet, giving 
it greater power to deal with the agita- 
tion. In the Heichsland (Alsace-Lor- 
raine), the g(jveriiment is dealing with 
great severity with the anti-Cierman pro- 
paganda and the Gazette de Lorraine, 
the leading organ of the French popula- 
tion has been forbidden to print official 
news in French. Much strife has been 
caused in Cologne owing to the order of 
the Military Governor-General of 
Leijiager, that no assistance be given to 
the carnival, and that officers are not to 
be alloweti to atlcnd it IjecauBO at one of 
the sessions of tho Cologne Carnival 
.Society an ironical 8i)eech was made re- 
ferring to tho Bruzwit/. afl'air, which was 
considered oU'etiaive to the army. As 
the promoters of the carnival depend 
ni)on army liorses tn draw the car it is 
feared that it will either fall through or 
turn out to be a poor affairs. 

The action of the grain-dealers in con- 
solidating their interests and defying the 
new bourse law, has stirred up the 
agrarians, whose press, headed by the 
Kreuze Zeitung, ia now agitating the 
organization of a farmers' pool, with a 
view to checkmating the dealers and to 
arrange for the direct sale of their pro- 
duce. It is suggested that the farmers 
form sale associations and dispense with 
the middleman. An open and bitter 
war between the agrarians and the for- 
mer members of the produce exchange 
is now expected. 

Tlie Kadical and National Liberals in- 
tend to question in the reicbstag the 
government's right to imprison editors 
for refusing to reveal the authorship of 
information. They intend to propose a 
special law to render such high proceed- 
ings impossible in the future. 

To-Moanow afternoon the Woman's 
Council will be favored with an address 
bv Mr. Haggan, a journalist from New 
Zealand, who has for many years been 
a strong advocate of woman's work and 
has also given valuable assistance in 
bringing many of their efforts to a suc- 
cessful issue'. Tho executive of the 
council will meet at half-past two for the 
transaction of business, and at 3 :80 the 
meeting will be open to all desirous of 
listening to the address.

Disapproved of by the Late Archbishop 
Fabre— Circular Letter by the Ardi- . - ■ 
bishop of' ,9nebec. ' '

C2ui;iiHC, Jan. IG.— (Special)— Mon- 
signeur Begin, archbishop of this dio- 
cese, has sent a circlar letter to all tho 
clergy of the diocese, part of which will 
be read in the churi;hefl to-morrow. Tho 
letter is of a private nature and treats on 
different subjects. Referring to the - 
Manitoba school settlement, Mgr. Begin 
says that the biehops could not approve 
of the settlement, and when the priests 
are consulted m to the school question 
they are advised to state that the settle- 
ment is not a satisfactory one and that . 
it is condemned by the church. To help 
Mgr. Langevin with his schools a tax is 
imposed on the clergy of tho dioceee as 
follows; Cures, $5; clergymen in semin- 
aries and colleges, $2; and religious 
communities, $10 annually. 

ATLANTIC STEERAGE RATES. 

Agents in New York Decide to Continue 
Existing Prices as at Present. 

New York, Jan. 16.— The agents of 
the steamship companies forming what 

is known as the British Steamship Steer- 
age Company at a secret meeting in thi.s 
city discussed the question of continuinij: 
the agreement made between them last 
year for the control of the steerage busi- 
ness. The ineeti ng was held in secret, 
and tho various agents who were 
present, were averse to speaking. The 
British Steerage conference comprises 
the American, the Cunard, tho White 
Star, the Anchor, the Allan State, the 
Beaver, and Dominion lines. Among 
those present were Clement A. Driscoll, 
of the American line, and Andrew Allan, 
of Montreal. It was learned that the 
main question settled was that of diller- 
entials among the various lines. It was 
finally decided to make no change In the 
present rates and to continue the agree- 
ment until March 16. 



INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 

The Treaty Unanimously Endorsed at an 
Inter- Denominational Uass Meeting 
in New York. 

Nkw York, Jan. 16. — A resolution 
urging the ratification ot the proposed 
treaty of general arbitration was adopted 
at an inter-denominational mass meeting 
held last night in ' Carnegie hall under 
the auspicea of tib'e almultaneons meet- 
ing; committee, representing the foreign 
mission boards of the TTnitod States and 
Canada. The platform was crowded 
representatives of the boards of foreign 
missions in this and other cities, 
and with tho executive officers of the 
various mission societies. The big 
hall was well filled with an au- 
dience in which women largely predom- 
inated. Gen. .Tames A. Beaver, of Penn- 
sylvania, presided and spoke briefly in 
favor of the treaty. The Rev. D. D. 
Stores in an address urged that tho mis- 
sion boards do all in their power to in- 
fluence tho ratification of the treaty. 
The following was then unanimously ad- 
opted: " Resolved, that this conference. 
of foreign mission boards, representing,, 
as its members believe, the sentiment of 
the great body of Protestant Christians 
throughout the United States and Cana- 
da, rejoice in the prospect of the early 
ratification by their respective govern- 
ments of the general treaty of arbitra- 
tion and respectfully urges prompt con- 
firmation of the same."

PLAGUE AND FAMINE. 



India Face to Face With tbe Most 
Appalling Calamity Since 
British Occupation. 



Prohibition of Pilffrimaffes to Mecca 
Stronerly Urged— Assistance 
Asked for tbe Sufferers. 



LoNDOU, Jan. 16.— For some time past 
everything has pointed to the fact that 
India la face to face with the moat ap- 
palling calamity since the British occu- 
pation. The spread of tho buhonic 
plague came almost with dramatic sud- 
dennesa on top of the famine, and cre- 
ated throughout Europe a feeline of the 
greatest alarm. Up to the present the 
two visitations have been conlined with- 
in separate areas, but it is extremely 
probable that the plague M'ill ere long 
reach the famine districts owing to the 
impossibility of ])revonting tho migra- 
tion of the panic striekon natives, and 
should this turn out to bo the case, com- 
petent authorities forward to terrible 
mortality,' as the phiguo germs will Und 
fruitful Bo'A in the emaciated natives. 

Even tho elaborate precautions adopt- 
ed by the Indian governniant appear 
hardly to have foreseen auuh a ^isantic 
nndeftalcing as that of dealing witti over 
eighty millions of people, and its ready 
acqnieecence to tne appeal to private 
charity indicates that it now recogni/.es 
tbe insufHciency of the arrangements. 
The sympathy of Great Britain is now 
thoroughly aroused and relief funds 
have been started in all the chief towns. 
The Mansion House fund is approaoliing 
£90,000, and it is hoped tiie total of tho 
fund will reacli at least £700,000, which 
was the amount subscribed for tlie relief 
of the sull'erers by tiie last famine. 

" The Lord Mayor of London will re- 
ceive with all'ectionate gratitude any 
donations from the people of America 
for the India famine fund, tie invites 
the junior branch of the united family 
to emphasize their noble feeling towards 
tbe Mother Country which the Mother 
Conntry cherishes* for them. (Sd.) 
Georoe Faudel Phillips." 

The newspapers urge that some more 
extensive measure be adopted, and one 
I'f the weekly papers suggests that par- 
liament vote a big grant or lend India 
£10,000,000. A representative of the 
Associated Press called upon tlie lord 
juayor after the meeting at the Mansion 
Jioase to-day. Tlie lord mayor said he 
was hopeful that the Americans would 
co-operate, and he wrote the following 
Htaiement, which he hoped to have pub- 
lis led in the United States: 

A Bombay dispatch says : Plague and 
famine uae stalking arm in arm througli 
densely populated portions of the Brit- 
ish empire, in India thousands are dead 
«)r dying and the outlook becomes black- 
er and more terrible every day. Millions 
of helpleaa men, women and children are 
BtarvingBand the famine districts having 
a population of nearly forty million 
people, will have to depend upon the 
liand of charity for food enough to keep 
body and aoul together until April or 
later. Other districts With a population 
numbering about fifty millions, are 
alroaily feeling the pl.igno and panes of 
bitter privation from food and this must 
be endured ivell on into spring before 
permanent relief will bo afforded by na- 
ture. 

From the Kuropean point of viesv the 
plague is a matter of graver concern than 
tho famine. All the continental govern- 
ments are adopting sanitary measurea at 
tbe ports, and the import from India of 
rags, linen and other articles capable of 
conveying the germs is prohibited, and 
it is announced that a European confer- 
ence will be held at Home to consider 
the adoption of combined measures to 
prevent the plagne from invading 
liiirope. The Russiaa government has 
sent doctors to Persia to watch the pro- 
g. ess of the disease, and if it appears in 
either Persia, Afghanistan, or Ivaahgar 
tho Russian frontier will be immediately 
closed. 

The Indian government has diapatch- 
cJ the director-general of the medical 
Borvice to study tlie plai;ue at Bombay, 
and two chief othcials of the I'lgyptian 
sanitary atall' have also gone there to ar- 
range for measures to minimize the dan- 
ger of the plague spreading to Mecca, 
where if it occurred it would probably 
mean the infection of I'^gypt. The 
K,'yptian government baa decided that 
if the plague appears in Arabia no 
J'igyplian pilgrim will be allowed to re- 
turn until it is extinct there. 

The Daily News publishes a long ar-' 
tide advocating the prohibition of the 
Mecca pilgrims,, and suggests that tho 
Kuropean minister at Teheran and St. 
I'etersburg induce ttie .Shah and tho 
Czar to proclaim the closingof tho chan- 
nels of pilgrimage, while the Turkiali 
authorities close the port of .leildah. 
Great Britain, under treaty arrangementn 
can j)r()liibit African pili^rima [rum trav- 
ersing Indian and alao .stop tho alllux 
from Beluchislan, and Austria has de- 
cided to prevent so far as possible pil- 
grimages from Bosnia and Herzegovina. 

Tbe British Medical Journal mentions 
a report that six plague cases have 
reached Marseilles, but adds that it be- 
lieves {the disease will not spread as tbe 
town is in a good aanitary condition. 
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WEST APBICAN MASSACRES. 

Eight Hundred British Troops to Be Sent to 
Avenge tlie Outrage. 

■ London, Jan. 16, — The Britisii govern- 
ment has lost no time in making ar- 
rangements to avenge Consul Phillipps 
and bis party, who were massacred by 
the inhabitants of Benin City, on the 
AV'est coast of Africa. About fifteen offi- 
cers sailed to-day for the Guinea coast 
nnd war stores will follow next 
week. Tho British warships at that 
htation will furnish a landing body of 
.SOO bluejackets, who with 800 Housaa 
troops will form an expedition which 
n'dl ascer.d the river in launches to 
iSipnli, Thence this force will march 
jihout '-'5 miles to Benin City, whoso most 
(langeroug defence ia a rampart of ma- 
laria swamps. Tho expedition is pro- 
vided with machine giina and saver 
rockets, which are intended to wipe out 
tlie King of Benin. _ It is expcxted that 
operations will bo fuiiahed by the end of 
February before the rainy season com- 
jnances. 'Che march from Sapoli is ex- 
pouted to bo a ticklish piece of work.. 



COUNTKY VERSUS CITY. 

The Mistake the Farmer's Son Often Makes 
—Conditions Contrasted. 

(I'rom tho San Frnnclsco Cull,) 
The Kegistrar-Goneral of London, 
England, has submitted tho census of 
the great city and his figures show an 
increase in population of 200,628 since 
June, 1891, makinp; the population 4,- 
411,271. One living right in London 
could hardly conceive how so many peo- 
ple could live in one municipality. It is 
not Bodillicult, however, to iincioratand 
why all the cities of civilization have in- 
creased in population so fast in recent 
years. Tbe time was when sub- 
urban life was considered tho more de- 
sirable, both ior health and pleasure, 
but the improvement in the construc- 
tion of houses, means of rapid transit 
and sanitary engineering have added so 
many convenience that city life has be- 
come very desirable, especially since 
church, amusement and library facilities 
have kept pace with the advance in hy- 
gienic and other health-giving agencies. 
It may be ^aid, in fact, that the city is 
very much healthier than the town or 
village. 

The growth of American cities and 
towns is, however, attributable for the 
most part to causes that are not atall con- 
ducive to moral health at least. This 
comes from an idiotic idea that farm life 
is Boinehow under a social cloud; that 
horny hands and brown skin are 
barred out of fashionable society, and 
that to " hold the plow or drive " is not 
nearly so lofty an occupation as a clerk- 
shii) in a city. Farmer-boys do not like 
to admit this, but it is nevertheless true, 
and the census of the first occupation of 
a large percentage of "city " men would 
prove it. The young man makes a great 
mistake in (|uitting the farm as statis- 
tics show. It ia very rare that a farmer 
fails to come out more than even at tiie 
end of the year, and ho never has to 
worry lumaelf half to death over bills 
payable, l)ut lees than live out -of every 
one hundred commercial or any other 
kind of business venture in the city be- 
comes a firmly establinhed concern whose 
rating is Al. 

Some years ago an Arkansas land own- 
er advertised for tenants to cultivate his 
farms. He announced the terms, v.'liich 
were that he would furnish as much 
rich cleared land as the tenant might 
want, a comfortable enough house, a 
team of mules, farm implements, neces- 
sary seed, and furnish table supplies for 
the first year on credit. At the end of 
tho crop year the tenant should lirst pay 
for his eupidic'S. After that he nliuuld 
take out enough of the croj) to 
provide for the next year. Then 
lie should give the land owner one- 
half of wluU was left of the crop, his 
own share l)eiiig the same less the cost 
of Ins table supplies, which the land- 
owner was security for. The larul- 
owner had enough laml to supjily about 
sixty families. He got enough, but out 
of the hundreds of letters of inquiry 
there were lews tlmii a dozen from cities, 
and only three <iccopted the position. 
That is one of tho reasons why there are 
so many impecunious men in the cities. 
"X had rather go hungry in. tlie city 
than live well on a farm," one man 
wrote. 
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FUR BEARING SEALS. 

International Agreement lor Their Protec- 
tion or in Default to Slaughter 
Tbem Outright. 

Wasiiinqton, Jan. 16. — The senate 
committee on the fisheries to-day listen- 
ed to an argument by Professor Henry 
\V. I'dliott, in ^advocacy of the bill jiro- 
vidiiig for au international agreement 
for tho protection of fur bearing seals. 
Professor Mlliott exhibited a large num- 
ber of colcre:! chaits showing the habits 
of seals. He contended tliat from an 
economic and humane point of view it 
would bo far better for the United States 
to kill all the remaininfc seals outright 
than to permit the slaughter to fcontinue 
under present regulations.

MUilDERED MACEO. 

His BUnd Confidence In Dr. Zertticha Who 
Had Been More Than Suspected 
of Treachery. 

Havana, c7an, !(>.— Close enquiry dis- 
closes the fact ti-'at while the Spaniards 
were in the act of dragging Maceo's body 
ftway (rom wnere tie w.1" I.augbtereJ tlie 
insurgents rallied and charged, again 
obtaining possession of tiieir leader's re- 
mains and carried them to a place of 
safety. The body waa afterward given a 
military burial at a spot which ia known 
to but few of the most prominent o£ 
Maceo's aaaociates. Tliis is the rertson 
that the Spaniards have been unable to 
find the body of their dVcaded tsnemy, 
and explains why tbqy tmvebeeii unable 
to establish the fact of hia death beyond 
producing the articles which were stolen 
from his body at the place of the am- 
buscade, 

The Insurgents state that it was. 
Mnceo'a blind faith in his judgment 
of human nature which led to his death. 
I^ontr before the I'vents which have just 
occurred it appears that Dr. Zertucha 
was the physician in attendance iijion 
Maceo and" Gomez and had the confi- 
dence ot the leader for some time. 
Gradually suspicion pointed in his direc- 
tion and the proofs againat him became 
ao strong that he waa suddenly and un- 
expectedly seized and senrclicd. Upon 
his person was found a vaguely worded 
letter which was coiiobed in terras tend- 
ing to disguise its real meaning. This 
did not prevent the doctor's captor's 
from understandiiiK enough of it to es- 
tablish beyond any doubt that it re- 
ferred to killing somebody, probably 
Gomez himself. 

In any case tbia was the view taken of 
the matter; all the facta in thecase were 
carefully weighed, and (louiez gave or- 
ders that Zertucha was to be shot. 
Strange to add, however, Maceo, who 
waa with Gomez at the time, felt great 
pity for Zertucha, and could not believe 
iiim guilty. Con6e(iuently he interceded 
strongly in his behalf with Gomez, and 
eventually succeeded in obtaining bis 
release, on the promise that he, the 
Doctor, should keep away from Gomez 
entirely thereafter, under penalty of 
death. Maceo also appointed Zertucha 
one of his physicians, and when his per- 
sonal physician died, Zertucha had so 
won Maceo's confidence that he was ap- 
pointed to succeed him. 

NOTORIOUS LIBERAL JAILED. 

Winnipeg's Fire Loss Small Last Year— 
"Bad Young Man" Found Guilty 
of Murder. 

Wi.NNii'Ko, Jan. — (Special) — Jack 
F.Jackson, Winnipeg's famous bill of 
particulara man, waa sent to jail for one 
month to-day for obtaining money under 
false pretences. lie waa hired by the 
Liberals to get evidence against Hugh 
.lohii i\Iactlnnald. Nearly all the charges 
were i'ndignantlv denied.

The shock of the 
surprise apparently waa so overpowering 
that the Times forgot to ask Mr. 
Dunsmuir if be was connected with the 
Iiroject, but content in the introductory 
" it is understood," proceeded to en- 
lighten the public as to just how and 
wliy " the Messra. DunBomir are the 
chief promoters of the ferry." 

Now, for the benefit of the Times, it 
may be stated that neither the K. A N. 
railway company nor the Meaars. Duns- 
muir ar<3 interested in the present pro- 
ject; and for the further information of 
the evening paper it may bo pointed out 
that did the Island railway company de- 
sire to BO add to their transportation 
facilities, they already possess the neces- 
sary autlioiity under their act of incor- 
poration and would have no occasion to 
approach tbe legislatare with a bill 
seeking such powers' ft^d privileges .

Such an hour 
has come to British Golumbia, and popu 
lar appreciation of the fact is shown by 
the utterances of the preae, the dec!; 
tioua of spealcera at public meetings and 
the conversations heard on all sides 
Knowledge of the va&t resources of Brit 
ish C!olumbia is now general, faith in the 
rejulta which will flovr from their de 
vdlopment is universal, and conse 
I [uently enthusiasm as to the possibilities 
in store for the province, which not very 
lone ago was indulged in only by the few, 
is now the characteristic of the many, ir- 
respective of loi'ality or political affilia- 
tions. Under these circumstances it ia 
not surprising that the demands for de- 
velopment projects are many, and that 
all eyes are directed to Victoria to see 
what the next session of the legislature 
will bring forth. It is not too much to 
say that the session may prove a pivotal 
one, both in a political and a provincial 
sense. 

I II so vast a province aa Britisli Co 
tiiabia, where the people are scattered 
over so large an area and where there 
are several centres of business and popu- 
lation, it would be a matter of great sur- 
prise if a divergency of views did not ex- 
ist its to the best line of action to be 
jii'lopted, but while tliis adds to the difli 
culty of the situation it in no sense re 
lievea either the government or the leg- 
islature of any lesponsibility in the 
premises. The multiplicity of the de 
raands only emphasizes the necessity for 
the adoption of as vigorous, as broad 
anil as comprehensive a policy as tlie re 
sources at the command of the legisla- 
ture will warrant. 

It ia not our purjiose in tliia article to 
indicate any special line ot policy which 
the government ought, in our opinion, 
to ask the legislature to endorse; but 
simply to lay stress upon the fact that 
the people expect action of some 
and are prepared to give their hearty 
support to any reasonable legislation 
which will stimulate the investment of 
capital in iiritish Columbia, lead to the 
colonization of its vast vacant area's and 
add to the value of the property of those 
■who have hitherto borne the burden of 
taxation and to whose enterprise 
courage and buaineas ability the 
present excellent condition of the 
province is largely due. We 
desire to impress upon the members of 
the legislature that they shqulcl come to 
the discharge of their sessional duties 
prepared to give efTect' to public senti- 
ment alone this lino as fully as can be 
done without imperilling the credit of 
the province or placing upon the peo- 
ple excessive burdens. We wish to 
impress upon the mombera of the pro- 
vincial administration the great impor- 
tance of meeting the house with a well- 
defined line of policy. It may well he 
that in determining what that lino shall 
be the expectations of some localitiea 
may be temporarily disappointed. This 
ia, indeed, inevitable; for it would 
be beyond the ability of the' province to 
meet at present all the demands 
likely to be made upon it pn behalf of 
meritorious development projects; but 
•the majority of the people are not un- 
reasonable and will sustain the Govern- 
iiicfitand the Legislature in any well- 
<:onHi<ii:i-ed course, oven if some of them' 
iiiiglit for personal or local reasons pre- 
iersQine other.

Considerable uneasiness is felt in some 

parts of Europe over the increase of the 
bubonic playue in India, ForinoBa and 
some portions of China and the fear is 
expressed that it may set out on a west- 
ern march. Europe has sufFered so 
terribly from this awful visitant in 
times past that the possibility of its 
spreading to that continent may well 
cause the utmost precautions to bo taken. 
The most calamitous visitation occurred 
Ave and a half centuries ago, when for 
three years Europe seemed to be given 
over to destruction. If we may believe 
the writers of those days, Nature seems 
to have risen against mankind. Awful 
earthiiuakes made great chasms 
from which issued deiuily vapors; 
the ground was filled with pois- 
) that burrowing animals died 
in their holes; the water springs in 
many places were so impregnated with 
poison that cattle died by thousands ; 
strange sights were seen in the heavens, 
frightful storms and floods devastated 
the land, meteors flashed by thousands 
through the night skies, but, worse than 
all, the hand of death smote almost 
every household'. Some margin must be 
allowed in reading the accounts of this 
lieriod of woe for the exaggeration to 
which fear and superstition would give 
rise, but there can be no question that 
never in historic limes has another such 
calamity befallen the human race. Some 
of the later historians of this pes- 
tilence have estimated that the 
number of deaths from the olague in 
Europe, exclusive of Bussia, exceeded 
26,000,000. The number who perished 
in the last named country ia unknown, 
but it was enormous. There is no means 
of approximating the number of victims 
in Asia, but some light is cast upon it 
by the fact that in the floods in China, 
which formed simply one incident of 
the awful three years, 4,000,000 people 
perished. All attempts at calculating 
the number who died during this period 
of calamity must be diamiased as futile. 
We only know for certain tliat from 1317 
to lo51 the Black Death held the Old 
World in its relentless grip. All sorts 
and conditions of men were among its 
victims. It spared neither age nor sex. 
No class was too exalted to escape. The 
wealthy and the poor suffered alike. 
Since that time there have been other 
visitations of the bubonic plague, but 
none which can in any degree compare 
with this. 

The best authorities believe that the 
improved sanitary conditions of our day 
and the later discoveries in medical 
science will enable a succeasful resist- 
ance to bo made to the Black Death if it 
extends beyond the borders of Asia. In 
order to be prepared for anything that 
may happen the French government has 
sent an agent to China to experiment 
with the bacillua of the disease, in the 
hope that a method of inoculation 
against it may be discovered. Aa yet 
there is no reason to suppose that any 
cases have occurred west of Bombay, 
although reports to tliat efl'ect liave 
found currency in t^ dispatches. 
It appears that the mortality in Bom- 
bay equals about sixty per cent, of the 
reported cases. This is a much lower 
average than marked the ravages of the 
pestilence in Europe and is probably due 
to the increased skill nnd knowledge 
brought to bear ujion its treatment. To 
a certain extent the porta on the I'acilic 
coast of American are exposed to the 
plague, but fortunately the points at 
which it can be introduced are few and 
these can be very easily guarded. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

On election day our esteemed evening 
conternjiorary expressed its surprise at 
the Coi.uMST'ts remarks in regard to the 
introduction of Dominion ])olitic8 into 
the municipal contest, which itsaid had led 
many persons, who had intended to cast 
their votea tor Messrs. McCandless, Mc- 
Gregor and Kinsman, to vote for Messrs. 
Macmillan, Riddell andDwyer. This be- 
ing so, it would bo interesting to know 
how many votes the latter gentlemen 
would have had if these "many per- 
sona" had voted as they originally in- 
tended. In order that the public may 
be informed of the real political strength 
of the Kentlemen in question, without 
the unexpected reinforcement due to the 
Colonist's statement, our contemporary 
ought to tell us how many persons were 
influenced as it alleges. In view of tlie 
fact tiiat their average vote was under 
•100, one is curious to learu how they ever 
expected to be elected under normal 
conditions. 

Mr. Becici.ks Wu,lso\\ the special 
commissioner to Canada of the London 
Daily Mail, has had exceptionally good 
opportunities for judging of the people 
of the Dominion, and when he atatea, as 
be did to-day to the GoLOifisT, tbat from

The ojjinion in ministerial cir- 
clea is that if tiie subject of Irish finan- 
cial reform be mentioned atall, it will bo 
an indirectallusionin connection with the 
government's measure for tbe constitu- 
tion of a board of agriculture in Ireland. 
This bill, which was fully prepared 
months ago, has been before tbe cabinet 
for revisi9n and is to be redrafted, a 
significant fact, euggeating some import- 
ant changes in its provisions.

While Victoria and her sister cities of 
Mie Coast are bending their energies to 
the task of securing direct railway com- 
munication with the rich Kootenays, the 
residents of that mucb-talked-of part 
of the world are not unmindful of the 
benefits that they would derive from the 
building and operation of such a road 
Direct testimony to this edect is borne 
by Mesara. Ralph Smaile and T. Mc- 
Donnell, who have just arrived from the 
Boundary district as delegates to the 
jCapital from theGreenwood City Mining 
and Commercial Association. They 
speak, they say, for several thous- 
and miners wlio .i-ie now actively 
developing the Boundary country, 
■ivlien they state that shoul J the 
Victoria, Vancouver and Eaatern 
railway become an accomplished fact the 
road will have all the freight for the 
Coast that it can handle in the form of 
ores from their section, which at the 
present time find a market at the Taco- 
ma and Everett smelters, after long and 
expensive forwarding by pack animals 
and wagon road to Marsus. The "dele- 
gates from Greenwood City deny the ex- 
istence of any formidable engineering 
ditliculties, and assert that com- 
ing into their section by way of 
Hope and tbe Similkameen (where 
it will incidentally open up a 
new and promising mineral area) the 
road would have fewer and less signifi- 
cant obstacles to surmount than any of 
the Western sections ot tbe Canadian 
Pacific. Mr. Ilein/.e's projected road, the 
Columbia (k Western, which is the al- 
ternative hope of the Boundary district 
people, would not, itia said, bring them 
in touch with the West as they desire. 
It would enter their especial territory 
by Grand Forks, following tho north 
branch of Kettle river almost to Brown's 
Camp, then striking westward by Paaa 
Greek, running between Sum mit and Pasa 
Creek camps, down Eholtcreek, through 
Providence and Smith's camps— includ- 
ing the towns of Greenwood City, 
Anaconda and Boundairy Falls, to Mid- 
wav— from which point It would find ita 
way to its ultimate deatination, Pentic- 
ton, either by Rock creek and the fam- 
ous Camp Mclvinney or by the Kettle 
river. 

While this road would solve the prob- 
lem confronting Boundary aa to the im- 
mediate improve ot traiiBportatiou facil- 
ities, it would not entirely satisfy them 
— for they fear tliat it might get no fur- 
ther than Lock creek, and thus di- 
vert their entire trade eastward. 
Messrs. .Smaile and McDonnell hope to 
do ed'ective miasionary work in behalf of 
a western connection before leaving the 
Coaat; they have also interviewed the 
C.P.R. authorities with reference to the 
improvement of the wagon road from 
Penlicton and will aak the government 
to open up a wagOn road through to 
facilitate the getting in of aupplies and 
machinery. At present the trails con- 
structed through tho individual enter- 
prise of prospectors are the only avenues 
of communication in thediatrict. It is ex- 
pacled that Mr. Kobt. Wood, the owner 
of I, lie Greenwood City lownsite, will 
reach Victoria tlii.s evening, in which 
event tlie three gentlemen will interview 
the government to-morrow. 

In illuatration of the amount of busi- 
neas awaiting a railway from the coast, 
Mr. McDonnell points out that there are 
now several thousand mining men at 
work within a radius of but fifteen miles 
of Greenwood City, upwards of a thous- 
and claims being recorded during 
18i)l) alone. The ore is of remark- 
ably diversified character, profitable 
ill both gold, silver and copper. The 
Suiiiinit, Greenwood and l)eadv/ood 
auipa show ore rich in tbeae three 
luotals ; tbe Cop[ier camp, further to tbe 
west, has a large body of the metal from 
which it takes its name, with little of 
tho white or tho yellow ; tlie Wellintiton 
and Brown's camps — tho latter well to 
the north of the district— have ore much 
the sjime as theGreenwood. .\t Evans' 
camp is found particularly fine ore 
in combination of gold and copper ; 
while at Long Lake camp are quartz 
leads Tarying in width from one foot to 
three and a half feet, very high grade ore 
with gold leading. The Klmberley— the 
newest camp of all— has ore of all kinda ; 
as also have aeveral camps on Boundary 
creek. The Providence camp, contain- 
ing the first locations in tho immediate 
district, containa more than a few claims 
that have already shipped to a profit, in 
eluding the pioneer claim — the Provi 
dence. 

Here, too, are found the eight claims 
of the Britiah Columbia Mining and 
Milling Company, the D. A. being a 
high tirade proposition which has dem- 
onstratcil its value its value with a sam- 
ple shipment of four odd tons to tbe 
I'lverett smelter, upon which, after pay- 
ing all the heavy freight, railway and 
smelter charges, a profit remained of 
5.110 to the ton. The G; A. R. has also 
got shipping ore — and there are others. 

The Central, White's and Douglas' 
camps again show a variety of mixed 
orea, tho Lincoln claim, in White's 
camp, having been a pioneer shipper, 
sending out ore at a prolit aa long ago aa 
in 18i)i3, altliough the packing to Marcus 
involved a cost of $250 a ton. 

Low grade ore of course predominates, 
but in such vast body and ao well placed

as to be decidedly valuable. The coun- 
try is mineraliisea, to use the old familiar 
expression of the prospector, "from the 
rasa roots down," and the railway ia 
the one thing needed to double the pop- 
ulation within a year and make every 
claim owner a rich man. 

Of course someot the ore ia high grade 
— very high — tlie Providence camp show- 
ing.numeroua rich leads all tho way from 
inches to 12 feet wide; while tho Sky- 
lark, in the cnmp of tho same name, 
has quite an interesting his- 
tory as a money maker. 
It was bonded some time ago from John 
Douglas and James Atwood, tho original 
owners, by Howard C. Walters, of Spo- 
kane, and for six consecutive mouths 
that gentleman mined from the pay- 
streak, tue ore averaging 300 ounces sil- 
ver and 1}^ ounces gold. This was 
packed out "to Grand Prairie, 16 miles 
away, thence shipped by wagon 
to Marcus, 45 miles further on, 
and from there forwarded to tho Ta- 
coma smelter by rail, the transportation 
expeuses to the railway point being 
done a charge upon the ore of ,^30 a ton. 
Vet it paid, and paid handsomely. Fin- 
ally Mr. Walter'a men lost the'lead, and 
coming to the conchiHioii that the pay- 
atroak had been worked out, that gentle- 
man abandoned the bond ; the original 
owners had little dilliculty in recovering 
the lead and afterwards selliuL' tlie claim 
for .1116,000. 

Silver ore running aa high as 1,000 
ounces ia nothing at all uuconimon in 
this favored neighborhood, while on the 
other hand there is, of course, much 
that would have to be treated by smelter 
at home, for which a railway would 
bring in the necessary machinery and 
supplies.

They Undertake to Faithfally Por 
form Their Duties Unmindful 
of Private Interests. 



The preliminaries intbecaae of the 
Mayor and Aldermen of the city of Vic- 
toria opened yesterday before Mr. Justice 

Wnlkem in the Supreme court, yet 
strange to Bay the spectaelo did not draw 
a crowd. In fact only a few spectators 
strolled in to look at the council as they 
sat in the jury box awaiting the coming 
of the judge. The presence of the newly 
chosen representatives of the city in 
court was not because of any wronjr im- 
puted to them ; they were there simply 
to have the oath of office administered, 
and this ceremony having been disposed 
of they will be on trial for a whole year, 
the people's verdict deciding next Janu- 
ary whether the- council of 1897 have 
been considered satisfuutory by the rate- 
pavers. 

Aid. Partridge and Aid. Wilson, the 
two eurvivora from last year, sat aide by 
side yesterday, looking pleasant though 
perhaps with a little twinge of regret as 
they ttionght of those who had fallen by 
the wayside. 

Mr. Justice Walkein having taken his 
scat, City Clerk W. J. Dowler, whoacted 
as master ol ceremonies, cast liia eye 
along the ranks to see that no one was 
niisaini: aiul tlien presented the mayor 
elect, saying : 

"Allow mo to introduce to your lord- 
ship iMr. Charles E. Redfern, Mayor of 
A'ictoria." 

Ilia iordsliip and his worship bowed, 
and then the new mayor read his oath 
of othce, which lieclared that 

"I, Charles K. Redfern, mayor-elect 
for the cHy of Victoria, do declare that 
I am a British subject, iiosseasing the 
' ([UalificationB by law required, and lliat 
1 am not in any way disqualified from 
holding the office of mayor of the said 
city, and I have not, nor will have while 
holding ofBce, any interest, directly or 
indirectly, in any contract or ser/icea 
•connected with the corporation except 
such as 1 may lawfully have under the 
provisions of the " Municipal Clauses 
Act, 1S9G," in that behalf. 1 liave not, 
by myself or any other person knowing- 
ly employed any bribery, corruption or 
intimidation to gahi my election, and I 
will faitiiiully perform the duitea of my 
office, and will not allow any private in- 
terest to influence my conduct in public 
matters. And I further do solemnly 
promise and swear, that I will bo fai th- 
in! and bear true allegiance to Her Ma- 
jesty Queen Victoria, her heirs and suc- 
cessors. So help me God." 

The aldermen of the three wards were 
all presented in turn and took the oath 
of office, the wording being almost simi- 
lar to that of the mayor's. 

Mr. Bowler next handed up the seal 
of the city to Mr. Justioe Walkem, who 
gave it into the keeping of Mayor Red- 
fern with the observation: 

" I have much pleasure in presenting 
to you the seal of the city, and on con- 
gratulating you upon your election, for I 
think you occupy a very proud position, 
succeeding as you do a gentleman whose 
marked ability and honesty you. I be- 
Jieve, when elected, honestly and grace- 
fully admitted yourself."

BIMETALLISJU: IN ENGLAND. 

Senator Wolcott, of Colorado, In London— 
An Important Visit. 

LosDON, Jan. 16.— The mission of Sen- 
ator Edward 0. Wolcott, of Colorado, to 
Europe, ia of absorbing interest to all in- 
terested in financial matters. Thus far 
the senator has been content to sound 
ICnglish feeling rather than expound 
viewH, and the dinner wiiich Mr. Henry 
White, forinerl}' secretary of the United 
States legation here, gave on .lanuary 
IL to a number ot distinguslied people, 
wag an excellent opportunity for 
him to do so, for among those present 
were Mr. A. J. Balfour, lirst lord of the 
treasury and government leader in the 
house ; the Marquis oi Lansdowne, the 
secretary of state for war; Mr. William 
Court-Gully, speaker of the house of 
commons; Lord Uothschild and Mr. 
Henry Astjuith, formerly secretary of 
state for home afi'airs. The dinner was 
also a striking example of Mr, White's 
position in England, as there are few 
men able to collect such a gathering 
on short notice. A representative of 
the Associated Press had a brief talk 
with Mr, Balfour, who at first was reluc- 
tant to say anything on the subject for 
publication on account of his otficial po- 
sition, but remarked, " Y'ou can be sure 
that this is from no lack of interest in 
the cause. However, you may say this 
much, I have had great pleasure in meet- 
ing Senator Wolcott, and concur in his 
ideas as far as I have heard them. I am 
certain his mission will be productive of 
good results. The cause of bimetal- 
lism will derive more from the senator's 
mission on the continent than in Eng- 
land," adding : "It depends on what 
ever action the powers of France and 
Germany take. Senator Wolcott will 
undonbtedlv confer with Emperor Wil- 
liam and M, Melin, the French pre- 
mier." 

Lord Rothschild also remarked that 
he regarded Senator Wolcott as an able 
man, and continued: "Of coure, we (al- 
luding to his lirm) are strict monometal- 
liata." His Iordsliip evinced great in- 
terest in arbitration. "Will the senate 
ratify it?" he asked. "I regard it as 
one of, if not the moat, iniporti\nt events 
of the century. Anthing that tends to 
bring Anglo-Saxons together will benefit 
both England and America."

SWEPT OUT ON AN ICE FLOE. 

Between Thirty and Forty Men Carried In- 
to an Inland Sea— Their Lives in 
Imminent Danger. 

MAniNETTB, Wis., Jan. 16.— Between 

130 and 40 men were swept ont into the 
lake on an ice-floe yesterday afternoon. 
At 1 :30 p.m. a strong gale sprung up 
and the ice in the bay suddenly, and 
without warning, began to move out. 
Within ten minutes there was a wide 
space between the rnovinc ice and the 
sliore. A number of iidiermen were 
seen runiiinir hither and thither on the 
fast moving ice, frantically aiunalling tor 
hoi]). At o'clock two boats wt^re inann- 
e(l and an attempt made to sail with the 
wind and reacli tho moving ice-floe. 

The danger to the llshormen is much 
worse than at first supposed. The ice 
broke about a mile and a half from shore 
and is now over four miles away. The 
worst feature is that the sheet of ice 
that is takinii! them away is no more than 
three inches in thickness, and if a heavy 
wind should break it every man w juld 
drown before help could reach them. 
One largo boat and several smaller opes 
are now in pursuit of the moving ice. 
One of the boats baa returned. IShe saw 
no sign of the ice or men, It ia hoped

MBsera. F. C. 15avidgO & Co.. of this 
city, who have of late been brought into 
considerable prominence through tho 
eatablishment of an Asiatic Bteainship 
line, and more recently the opening up 
of another line from Portland to .\iis 
tralia, are again in the held of new enter' 
priee, and in aliipjiing circles have made 
two other interesting departures. The 
lirtn were of course not entirely respon 
sibeforthe inauguration of the China 
and .lapan line, but they are for the 
Australian service, tlio Aswanlv, tlio 
steamship initiating whicli they charter- 
ed strictly on their own account. Tliis 
vessel made the tirat recortl for the com- 
pany, carrying away from Portland the 
largest car^o of Hour that has 
ever left lliat historic shipping 
point, amounting to 5,140 tons, and 
destined for Sydney, N.S.W. But the 
second record of the company is of more 
interest even than the tirst, inasmuch as 
it was only yesterday eataljlished and it 
marks the first step taken in a trade, the 
development of which should prove of 
great advantage to this province. This 
latest move was in the shipment from 
the Island coileries yesterday of 5,714 
tons of Wellington and Comox coal 
destined for Portland, by the steamship 
Florida. This cargo is not only one of 
tlie largest, it not the largest individual 
8ljii)nient on record, but it is tlie lirst 
supply for a new coal yard which Davidge 
it Company are opening in Portland for 
tlic exclusive sale of the British Colum 
bia product, and for its distribution 
throughout all Oregon. Tho yan' 
is immediately on the river 
front, and ita facilities comprise both 
railroad and steamshii) services, not to 
speak of a- double decked wharf, just 
completed. This wliarf covers a large 
area and has a frontage on the water of 
200 feet, with a depth of 55. Mr. Dav 
idge is confident of success in bia enter 
prise and thinks the British Columbia 
coal will Snd a more ready market than 
either the Welsh or Washington article 
against which it will have to compete 
Regular cargoes will be dispatched to 
Portland, but he does not know yet by 
what steamers. The Florida may or may 
not continue in the service. 

THE AL-KI AUKIVK8. 

Alaska's mineral wealth was well rep 
resented in the cargo of the Bteamship 
Al-ki, which arrived from the North and 
made a stay of a little over an hour in 
port yesterday afternoon.

The firiiunpa 
mining news brouglit CQnc(!rn8 tho lind 
ing of a vi'ry rich body of free milling 
ore at Berner's Hay, the lirst report of 
which came by the Topeka on her last 
trip. The ledge si.aka to a depth of 
1 ,000 feet below the niirface, and goes to 
shovf through its formation that the 
mineral of Alaska does not lie 
on the top of the earth. The 
Al-Ki's voyage south was accom- 
panied by splendid weather, tJie 
City of Topuk:'. and the Willapa being 
met and spolu'ii, both bound North. 
There wen; anmng tlic pasaengere arriv- 
ing yoeterday, E. Do (iroir, a prominent 
merchant ol ^fitlca, anil Collector of CJii 
tfiins ?iIoore, of the same place.

Canada ia now &Ul'icting in Great 
Britain BO much Attention and the de- 
sire of acqidrlhg direct and accurate 
knowledge of this country is so keen 
there, that the London Daily Mail has 
for tho past three months had a com- 
missioner, in the person of Mr. Buckles 
Willaon, travelling through the Dom- 
inion for the purpose of spying out the 
land aud sending home the results of 
his travels in a series of letters, happily 
entitled " Through Sunny Canada." 

Mr. Willson, who arrived lastnight, is 
a Canadian by birth, and therefore as 
be said last night in speaking of his mis- 
sion, has entered into his work "Con 
amore." Though a young man, he has 
had considerable experience in journal- 
ism both in Great Britain and on this 
continent, having when on the stafl' of 
tlie New York Herald been sent to Lon- 
don when the now liefnnct London edi- 
tion was started, lie has also been con- 
nected with eonic oi ibe more prominent 
magaziuea in London and has jinblisbe" 
several novels dealing with Canadian 
siibjei'ta, bis latest work, which ia just 
lieiiig published, being entitled " My 
ijittle Friend the Cantatrice," dedicated 
to Madame Albani and with the plot 
laid in the province of Quebec. ■ Mr. 
Willson is very strongly impressed with 
Canada aud her coming greatness. 
Ciuoting the expression made by Mr. 
Uudyard Kipling, who is a strong ad- 
mirer of tho Dominion and her people, 
Mr. Willson said last night: "Canada 
is a country that puts iron into a man's 
blood." 

" People in Canada don't seem to re- 
alize enough," said Mr. Willson, " that 

there are untold millions in England 
now waiting for inveatment. They are 
not looking to the I'niteil States any 
more but are wavering between Canada 
and .South Africa, and Canada only needs 
to make herself aufticieiitly known and 
not ot^ly millions of money but thous- 
ands of immigrants will Uow this way. 
What is wanted is to make Canada 
the highroad across the continent 
so that the people will be induced to 
to travel through the Dominion and see 
it for themselv(!8. Then when they re- 
turn to England they will talk of what 
they have seen and so turn the thoughts 
of intending emigrants from the old 
country this way. It is only a question 
of two or three years when with a fast 
steamshap line on the Atlantic and a I'a- 
cific cable Canada will draw people and 
capital as she never has before," 

Mr, Alfred Harmaworlh, the proprie- 
tor of the London Daily Mail, is a mil- 
lionaire and an ardent Imperial Fedora- 
lioniat keenly anxious to bring about 
the closest possible union between 
the colouies and the mother coun- 
try and to build up the - trade 
between tho various i)art8 of the Em- 
pire. It was for this reason he sent Mr. 
Wilison to Canada, to write home to 
England all he could gather about her 
resources, her people, her defences and 
her unrivalled opportunities for the cap- 
italist or the settler. 

Mr. Willson has had the best oppor- 
tunities in his trip to gain information. 
He has met the premiers and tho lead- 
ing public men in all the provinces, and 
in Newfoundland, has had the opportun- 
ity of interviewing Premier Laurier and 
the members of the Dominion cabinet; 
Ins talked with Sir Donald Smith, Sir 
William Van Horne and other leading 
men, obtained their views and has ein- 
budied the results of his investigations 
in bia letters to his piiper. 

.Vnolher highly important matter that 
Mr. HaruiBworth had in view in connec- 
tion with Mr. Willson's visit to Caiuwla, 
is to get the views of the heads of the 
newspapers on the subject of a Canadian 
press association on the lines of the Aa- 
Bouiated Press, so that the Dominion 
should not get its cable dispatches tinged 
with United States ideas, as is the case 
of the news that now comes from London 
through New York. Mr. IVillaoii has 
seen a large miiiiber of Canadian editors 
)n this suliject and with most gratifying 
mccees. He will remain in Victoria for 
at least a wetdr, gathering all the infor- 
malioii bo can in that. time. On hi 
way to the Coast Mr. \Villsoii visited tli 
mining diatricta of the |)rovinco and was 
wonderfully impressed with what be 
saw of British Columbia's mineral re- 
sources. He ia stayine at the Driard.

British Columbia and British C lum- 
bians have much to thank Mr. J. W. 
Laing for — inoro perhaps than the ma- 
jority have yet had time to realize. In 
the first place liis recent expedition into 
tho unknown wilds of this island has 
enabled bim to place, the provincial gov- 
ernment in possession of a variety of 
valuable information, in mapa and field 
notes that will be of tho greatest pos- 
sible value in Correcting tho existing 
maps of the little known island interior 
which be has so recently explored. Since 
his return to civilization lie has, too, 
been active in disseminating information 
of tho beauties and resources of the un 
known Island interior — still terra incog 
nita to almost everyone, although 
BO close upon the boundaries of 
advanced civilization — even taking 
time during the course of 
just completed visit to California, 
which was intended to be all holiday, to 
make the members of the Geographical 
Society of the Pacific acquained with 
Boiiie of Ilia interesting discoveries. 

This San Francisco society is in aflili 
ation with the Koyal Geograjdiical So 
ciety of London, of which Mr. Laing is a 
fellow, and it has as its jireaident no less 
well-known a person than Professor 
George Davidson, whose good work as a 
geodetic surveyor ia familiar to every 
Btudent of Pacific Coast history. It was 
at Professor Davidson's request that 
Jlr. Laing's lecture was given, be- 
fore the largest audience that the 
Coast Geographical Society has as- 
sembled in years. First of all, Mr. 
Laing dealt with the earlier history of 
this interesting island; Vancouver's 
career, his bravery, his energy and his 
extreme accuracy in his surveys being 
eajiecially emphasized, and Mr. Laing's 
remarks in this latter connection being 
afterwards heartily endorsed and sup- 
ported by Professor Davidson. 

Then the recent expedition through 
the Island was described in detail, Rev. 
Mr. Bolton assisting, and a large number 
of the views taken by j\Ir. I'^leming be- 
ing thrown upon the canvas. The trij) 
carried the jiarty from Alert Ba}', on the 
east coast, to Nootka Sound on the west, 
l!I5 milea of wildly picturesque country 
being traversed, rough and inhospitable 
not infre(]uently, but deeply interesting 
to the travellers, and Ui all who, from

Bolton. 

It was during the course of their in- 
teresting though hazardous journey 
which formed the topic of Mr. Laing's 
recent talk in the Bay City, that he and 
iiis companions made a remarkable dis- 
covery — a discovery which has excited 
the curiosity of scientists and students 
througliont all tho civilized world. The 
explorers were at the time crossing 
Great Central lake, tho largest body of 
fresh water on the island, with a length 
ot thirty miles, when the curious mark- 
ings upon the face of a giant rock at- 
tracted Mr. Laing's attention. The 
canoe was stopped, and investigation 
disclosed that a message had been left 
by some prehistoric dwellers of the lake 
deep traced in the imperishable rock. 

The hiercglyphica forming the in- 
scription., were* arranged in five parallel 
lines— somewhat aimilar to a musical 
stafl— while above was what apparently 
had been intended for a log of wood and 
a growing tree — a third figure, placed at 
the right hand, resembling noiiiing eO 
much as a seven-branched candlestick. 

The impression, despite tho fact that 
centuries niu.st have jiassed since it was 
chiselled by someone who.se race even is 
now a forgotten people, remains clear 
and distinct,

Buttle's lake— as related in the Coi.o.mht 
on his return to Victoria — and he was 
able to correct the false imjiression given 
by existing maps as to ita form and 
prominent characteristics, the two large 
islands said to be found being notliing 
moie than lurge rocks and the lake itself 
terminating in two arms instead of 
maintaining an undivided surface to the 
end. The lake takes its name from the 
discoverer, Mr. John Buttle, one of the 
pioneer brigade of Sappers and Miners 
who played an important part in the 
early history of British Columbia, and 
who was the first white man to note its 
silvery whiteness breaking the dark 
green and grey of the widespreading 
panorama. 

This was 3G years ago, when Mr. 
Buttle was on an extensive prospecting 
tramp, entering the wilderness, as Mr. 
Laing and his companions did, from the 
lOaat coast. He then viewed the proa- 
pw:t o'er from a lofty eminence 20 miles 
or mori! to the auutluvest of the lake to 
which he gave hia name. 

Last Tuesday he had the oi)portunitv 
of being present at L'nion Scjuare hall iii 
San Francisco, when Mr. Laing told the 
story of a nearer insoection, occupying a 
aeat on the platform and reviving 
memoriea of hia younger days of activitv 
and ambition aa one by one the pictur- 
esque scenes were unfolded, familiar in 
all probability to him alone of the hun- 
dreds in the audience. He is now an 
old man, hia hair being touched with 
the frosts of three score years ami ten, 
but he retains all hia inental facultiea

THE CLAIMS COMMISSION 

Will Probably Rest From Its Labors Before 
the Close of the Present Week. 

The Behring sea claims commission 
sal till 2 o'clock yesterday, most of the 
time being taken up by Hon. Mr. Dick- 
inson in cross-examination of Mr. Wm. 
Munsie on the Favorite case. Henry M. 
Tliornton of Port Townsend, who was an 
expert witness for tha United States on 
tlio value of the machinery of the Dol- 
phin, Grace and Anna Beck, stated that 
he had .examined the vessels at Port 
Townsend after they were sent down 
from Alaska by the United States gov- 
erliment to be sold. The machinery 
then was in very bad condition and 
hardly worth anything, and in his opin- 
ion when new would have cost in Seat- 
tle much less than the coat the witnesses 
for the British side gave. 

The memory of Mr. Thornton seemed 
to be very defective, for in cross-exam- 
ination he said he had made his exam- 
atinn at Port Townsend in February, 
18S7, when as a fact the vessels were 
only aoized in .liily of that year and it 
was two years later when they were 
taken to Port Townsend. He seemed to 
have forgotten what the machinery was 
like, for he could not give the sizes of 
the boilers or the description of the 
machinery. 

The comniiasion sits again to-morrow, 
and will probably conclude its labors by 
the end of tho jireaent week ; a recess of 
four or live days following, and San 
FranciecQ then being visited for the tak 
ing of testimony from sealers resident 
there who have knowledge of the facts 
upon which the British claims are based. 
Then evidence will in all likelihood 
be of double use to the American gov- 
ernment, enabling them to arrive at the 
fair and just settlement of the Canadian 
claims and at tho same lime making 
them familiar with the facts upon which 
to compensate their own citizens when 
the projier time comes — tliese United 
States sealers being in many respects in 
tl^e same position as those whose cases 
are now before the commission.
